A Custom Honored 1n the Breach. 


President Wilson’s decision to omit the long cus- 
tomary New Year’s reception at the White House is 
being widely commended onthe ground of good sense 
and good taste. “There is little doubt,” remarks the 
New York Times, “that his course will be approved by 
the country. The theory that the President is the ser- 
vant of the people is admitted but his servitude is 
severer than it used to be and he is right in refusing 
to waste his time and energy.” ‘The World predicts 
that the reception which Mr. Wilson is to honor 
more in the breach than in observance will not again 
be undertaken, for “An absurd custom, once dropped, 
will not be revived, however ancient.” The World 
adds aptly enough that anything like social relations 
between one man and an increasing fraction of ninety- 
five million is grotesquely impossible.” 

New Year receptions at the White House began at 
a time when Washington was scarcely more than a 
little town where real neighborliness was possible 
and whose visitors arrived in stage coaches or boats 
by twos and fours. In those days a Presidential 
reception was easy and natural and perhaps truly en- 
joyable. But a century or more later the custom be- 
comes untenable when, as one writer observes, “Presi- 
dents even of the stalwart physique of Messrs. Roose 
velt and Taft were laid up with crippled and band- 
aged hands from the attention of too many thousands 
of well-wishers.” 

Mr. Wilson omitted the inauguration ball and, 
though there was a short flurry of criticism, his ac- 
tion was generally approved.

A most pathetic and yet inspiring story is told ay 
the figures showing the sale of saving cards: and 
stamps.

It provides a method most effective 
in helping them to amass their first dollar, their an 
ond, and so on.

The persge 
who must save by pittances rather than by dollars, anq 
who has only a dime at a time to lay aside, goes to th 
postoffice and pays a dime for a card and one Pr 
The next time he gets a dime to spare he buys anothe: 
stamp, and so on until the card is full. Then he takes 
it to the postoffice and gets credit for a dollar ang 
opens an account with the government of the Unite 
States in his own name, havirg the last cent of & nae 
tion's credit pledged to return it when he needs it.

And then there is another set of figures whieh 
shows how patient are the poor in the development of 
their savings accounts—how slowly, even with all 
their self-denial and their frugality, they are able to 
rise to the point where they have a dollar with which 
to become a depositor known by name to Uncle Sam's 
saving institution. At the end of last March 413,609 
dimes were represented in stamps that were held by 
people who had not yet saved enough dimes to open 
an account or to deposit another dollar. In other 
words, it was taking the average small patron of a 
savings bank three months to gather a dollar in dimes.

But all the savings do not come from those who 
must save in dimes. There are those who can put 
their money away in doJars, and while the dime savers 
have been laying aside at the rate of nearly $150,000, 
or a million and a half dimes a year, the people who 
save dollars saved them to the total of some $24,000,- 
000 during the last year. There are about 331,000 dev 
positors, and the average account in June was $102.

Heretofore the postal savings system has been 
somewhat handicapped by the provision of the law 
which limits the savings that may be deposited in any 
one month to $100, and to a grand total of $500. Post- 
master General Burleson advocates that these restric 
tions be abrogated, and that the only limitation be 
made the provision that no account shall draw inter+ 
est on any amount in excess of $1,000. Thousands of 
deposits have been turned down because the bank 
could not accept more than $100 in a month's time, or 
because the limit could not be more than $500. It is 
believed that this amendment will be passd by con- 
gress. 


The postal savings system of the United States is 
for individuals alone; no society or association can de- 
posit money. Any person ten years old or over may 
maintain an account, and it shall be free from the con- 
trol of any other person. Every account is a confi- 
dential transaction vetween the depositor and the gov- 
ernment, and no employe of the government may reveal 
any information as to the size or nature of an account. 
Deposits are evidenced by certificates of different de- 
nominations, each bearing the name of the depositor, 
the number of his account, the date of the deposit, and 
the name of the depository office. The postmaster 
and the depositor each hold a copy of each certificate 
issued. 
see 


Interest is allowed at the rate of 2 per cent per 
year, and a person may deposit his interest at the end 
of each year to his principal account. Money is with- 
drawn by presenting deposit certificates for the desired 
amount. Where a deposit cannot be made in person it 
may be made by registered mail or money order. New 
accounts may not be opened by mail, but may be 
opened by a duly authorized representative. Defiosit® 
may be withdrawn by others than the depositor oply in 
unusual cases, and then only upon the duly attested 
order of the depositor. A woman who marries must 
have her certificates indorsed by the postmaster in he 
new name before her account may be continued as ait 
open one. Depositors may convert their money into 
2 1-2 per cent registered or coupon bonds in sums of 
$20 or multiples thereof, interest payable semi-annually, 
and redeemable at the pleasure of the United States 
after one year, and payable in twenty years. 


The government has provided methods whereby pos 
tal savings are deposited in the banks of the communi 
ties in which they originate, which banks are req 
to pay 2 1-2 per cent interest on the daily balance of 
these funds carried by them. There is no favoritism In 
the distribution of these funds among the banks, and 
such banks as are sound and willing to comply with 
the regulations necessary to secure the funds, may be 
come postal depositori: 


The postal savings system is now approaching its 
third birthday. On the plea of the people of Porto 
Rico in general, and of the school children in partfet- 
lar, it has been extended to that island, and it_ like 
wise has been extended to Hawaii. It has proved « 
self"an institution that helps many =nd hinders noné 
The art of saving is an art that must be taught.

The in- 
stitution must ¢reate the demand rather than meet 4 
existing one, and so Uncle Sam's postal savings instk 
tution is more of a school in the art of saving and # 
propaganda in favor of saving than anything else

A PRINCE'S VIEW Ol AMERICAN BONDS 
BY JOHN M, OSKISON 


A prince came over from Paris not 
long ago to look after the interests of 
French investors in the bonds of the St. 
Loujls and San Francisco Railroad com- 
pany. While in New York, he talked 
about the feeling in Europe, and espec- 
fally in France, concerning the securi- 
ties put out in this country and sold 
abroad. 

“It was only natural,” 

foreign investors to look to America 
for chances to invest their money. 
America has had no big atm: and navy, 
and political conditions in Hurope have 
been badly unsettled—it was a sp>on- 
did opportunity to get foreign capital 
for American interprises. 
But there has been bad luck for the 
Buropean, and especially French, in- 
vesturs. There is a belief abroad that 
when an American company issues se- 
curities, they will be disclaimed—it may 
be the next week, the next month, or 
a year, but they will prove unsound.”* 

He referred, of course, to the latest 
issue of ‘Frisco bonds, which was large- 
ly bought by French investors only a 
little while before the receivership or 
the St. Louis and San Francisco. But 
then he went on to sa;

tral Pacific bonds. Shortly after they 
were sold in France the Union Pacific 
dissolution forced a change in the deed 
of trust.. Then American bankers recorm- 
mended New Haven 4s as a high class 
investment, and ever since French bank- 
ers have been hearing tha’ Mellen is 
going to jail, and that he is ruining 
that railroad system. We don't know 
where we stand. 

“Another item: On the day the se- 
curities of the Westinghouse company 
were to be listed on the Paris Bourse 
a receiver took charge.’ 

On the same ship a New York finan- 
cier and traction man returned from a 
visit to Europe and he confirmed what 
the prince said. “There is c belief over 
there,” he said, “that there is no good 
in anything American.”

TEXT BOOK COMMISSION 
DISCUSSES SCHOOL BOOKS 


Thirty-Eight Concerns Submit 
Bids for Five-Year Con- 
tracts 


After three and a half hours of dis- 
cussion the state text book commission 
adjourned Tuesday afternoon at 1:30 
for luncheon without having adopted a 
single school book. The commission 
goes back into session at 3 o'clock and 
will continue until it adopts al lof the 
books to be used in the public schools 
of the state during the next five years, 

Immediately after the commisston met 
at 10 o'clock Tuesday morning it tool 
up consideration of the recommendations 
of the five subecommitteemen appointed 
to investigate the books and bids of- 
fered by the yarious publishers. Under 
the law these committeemen were re- 
quired to make individual reports. They 
Were not in thorough accord in their 
recommendations. 

However, the commission is allowed 
to use its discretion as to whether it 
will follow any of these recommenda- 
tions. The members of the subcommit- 
tee were present and after they filed 
their reports they drew their per diem 
and mileage and left the capitol. They 
were L, F. Elrod, of Jefferson; J. M. 
Collum, of Americus; Jason Scarboro, of 
Tifton; E. B. Gresham, of Waynesboro, 
and G. W. Brindle, of Surrency. 

Two or three dozen representatives 
of the book publishers haunted the cap- 
itol corridors all the time the commis- 
sion was in executive session, 

Thirty-eight book concerns have sub- 
mitted bids on thirty-eight separate 
items. These concerns submitted more 
than six hundred sample books. 

MAY ABROGATE CONTRACTS. 

The McCrory resolution, adopted by 
the last general assembly and provid- 
ing for an investigation Into the feas- 
ibility of the state publishing its own 
school books, also carries a clause whitch 
permits the state to abrogate the book 
contracts on twelve months’ notice to 
the pubMshers. The contracts are let for 


a term of five years with that proviso. 
During the past five years the aver- 
age annual expenditures in the tsate 
for common school text books was 
$151,102.22. Under ‘the new contract, 
it is estimated this amount will be 
increased at least $25,000 per year, due 
to the imereased enrollment and also to 
the fact that the books for the high 
school grades are to be included. 

The state text boek commission is 
composed of the state board of educa- 
tion, the members of which are Wal- 
ter E. Steed, of Butler; A. H. Moon, of 
Baxley; Dr. G. R, Glenn, of Dahlonega; 
Dr. T. J. Woofter, of Athens, and Gov- 
ernor Slaton and State Superintendent 
of Schools M. L. Brittain, ex officio.

PATENT LOCK PREVENTS 
ROBBERY OF HIGH'S SAFE 


Nitroglycérin Wrecks Tumblers 
but Safety Device Holds 
Hard 


Using a blanket stolen from shelves 
op the first floor of the store and sat- 
urating it with water so it could muffle 
the sound of the explosion, safeblowers 
tried to rob the safe of J. M. High 
company some time Monday night. They 
used nitro-glycerine. wrecking the tum- 
blers, but were frustrated by a patent 
lock which was sprung™ by that opera- 
tion. The safe contained $8,000 in mon- 
ey and jewels. The door guarding the 
treasure was intact when the attempt 
was discovered early Tuesday morning. 
“Our night watchman, Who came on 
duty at 11 o'cloek, heard nothing, Ww 
rething and knew nothing about what 
had happened until told him at 8:30 
velock this morning,” said G. C. Jones, 
vice president and treasurer of the com- 
pany, Tuesday morning. “Our cashier, 
Miss Gibbs, discovered the work of the 
would-be robbers when she sought to 
open the safe this morning. 
EVIDENCE OF VISIT. 

“Then we found other evidence of 
what had been done. We found a water- 
scaked blanket which had been stolen 
from the first floor stock. We found a 
heavy hammer and a broken drill and 
the stopper of a nitroclycerine bottle. 
The odor of nitroglycerine could be de- 
tected. The floor was in slight disor- 
der arousd the safe, but nothing else 
in the whole store was disturbed. 

“We were -aved a heavy loss by just 
one thing,” said Mr. Jones, “That safe- 
ty device, the Anakin burglar proof 
lock, did the work. The minute th 
tumbler was blown off, a spring was re- 
leased, setting the lock In position.” 

The safe is on the second floo- rear of 
the J. M. High building and is visibre 
from Broad street, but there was no 
light burning near it. The fact that 
the robber attempted the job under 
these circumstances, despite imminent 
risk of discovery by the watchman, even 
if passersby on the street did not spy 
him, was taken to indicate that he was 
an old hand at this class of work.
